BORROWING MONEY ON LAND 


Excellent System Worked Out by 
Farmers of Switzerland 


Swiss farmers find ic comparative- 
ly easy to borrow money of the mort- 
| gage banks which exist in many of the 
cantons, The chief advantage secur- 
ed by the farmer in placing a mort 
gage with the cantonal or state mort 
| gage banks is that he escapes the ne- 
cessity of repaying the principal of his 
mortgage in a single payment, and he 
is practically relieved from the danger 
of foreclosure according to Farm and 
Home. 

The interest rate charged by the 
cantonal mortgage banks is about the 
| same as that collected by other banks. 
| For instance, a farmer wishes to raise 
ja loan of $10,000 on his property. He 
|secures the money from the cantonal 
bank at 4 1-2 per cent. He could 
probably do as well for himself if he 
| went to private sources, but here is 
|where the cantonal banks help him 
‘out. If he went to a private bank to 
borrow money at 4 1-2 pe. ceat for a 
! stated number of years, he would be 
requirea to pay that bank his interest 
each year and the full amoun at the 
end of the term. 

With the cantonal bank re is re- 
quired to pay each year, in addition to 
his 4.12 per cent., 1 per cent, as am- 
lortization. After the first payment he 
o es the bank $10,000 less 1 per cent. 
Naturally the second year he must pay 
| interest, not on the $10,000, but on 
| $9,000. However, his actual payment 
ig still 5 1-2 per cent. of the $10,000. 
Each car. however, a larger portion of 
this 5 1-2 per cent. goes to liquidate 
| the lean. In this way the farmer ul- 
itimately pays back the entire loan 
‘without having been burdoned with 
|one big payment in any year as he or- 
dinarily would have been. Only in 
| very rare cases are the loans made 
| by these mortgage banks on farm pro- 
| perties foreclosed.

Road Improvements In 
Keoma Municipality 


As will be seen from our advertising 
columns, the Rural Municipality of 
Keoma is calling for a vote of 
the electors on two bylaws, one for 
hail insurance, and the other for the 
raising by debentures of the sum of 
$25,000 for the improvement of the 
roads thoughout the Municipality. It 
is proposed to redeem. the Joan in 
twenty yearly payments, set forth in 
the schedule annexed to the bylaw, 

The scheme proposed is one that 
should find acceptance among the 
ratepayers of the Municipality. 
There is no doubi whatever the roads 
require the expenditure of the sum 
proposed by the bylaw to put them 
into permanently good shape, and 
the scheme submitted is the only 
teasible way ot doingit, The annual 
Payments required will small, 
and will not involve any higher 
taxation that would be necessary in 
any case, and they will assure the 
putting of the roads into good shape. 

Without borrowing, the money 
required for the improvements could 
not be got except by a prohibitively 
high tax rate, and any sum raised 
by current taxes would only mean 
patchwork, which would have to be 
renewed every year. Again the pur- 
pose of the council is to ensure that 
all the money borrowed shall be, 
with the exception of that required 
for the necessary machinery, etc., 
spent in wages among the residents 
of the municipality, who will, 
therefore get a direct benefit from 
the very start. In addition also there 
will be thousands of dollars saved 
annually to the farmers by the 
lowering of the cost of hauling grain 
and supplies over the improved roads 
as compared with the present roads. 

What the ratepayers should bear 
especially in mind is that passing the 


be 


bylaw will not mean an increase in | 


the rates over what they would be 
without it. It will in fact, tend to 
keep down the rates, and will mean 
the spending of almost the whole of 
the $25,000 in the district. 

With regard to the hail insurance 
bylaw, it is one that should not meet 
with much opposition. It will mean 
hail insurance absolutely at cost, at 
not more than a quarter of the rate 
at present charged by private com- 
panies, and insurance that is absol- 
utely sate. Every taxpayer, whether 
resident or non resident, will pay his 
share of the cost. If there is no hail 
damage, he'will pay nothing. I 
there is hail damage the cost will be 
sstributed over twenty municipalities 
and the expense will be very small 
for the protection afforded, 

Bearing in mind the fate of the Bow 
Valley Municipality Road bylaw, 
wnich was defeated for the want of 
atwo thirds majority and by the 
apathy of sixty per cent of the 
electorate who did not the 
trouble to get out and vote, the 
Council are doing everything in 
their power to explain the issues 
to the electors and secure their 
interest.

Outside World Practically Unknown 
to Dwellers in the Land of Moab 
Most travellers who visit the Holy 

| Land content themselves with a visit 
to that restricted part west of Jor- 
dan. The mountainous regions of 
| Moab, as seen by them, from Jerus- 
}alem, are lost in the purple haze that 
‘constantly hangs over them, and the 
great stretches beyond are covered 
in mystery. 
| This is true partly because of the 
; fewer historical incidents connected 
with the eastern regions, but main- 
ly on account of the great abyss of 
the Jordan valley that has always 
acted as a barrier, Few who descend 
into the valley, 1300 feet below sea 
level, undertake to climb the hills 
beyond, which rise to a height of 
| 3,000 feet. 

| The most striking thing about Moab 

has always ‘en its isolation. How- 

ever much connected by race ane vi- 

cinity with their western kinsmen, the 

, dwellers in Eastern Palestine have
